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KSP's drug 
sweep nabs 7 in 
Powell County 


Food Pack-A-Thon to be 
held this Saturday

They called it a Black 
Friday. 

Last Friday the 
Kentucky State Police, 
utilizing several local and 
other state law enforce¬ 
ment agencies, kicked off 
a drug sweep across the 
Commonwealth. In total 
the plan was to pick up 
479 people, facing 774 
charges. It was the big¬ 
gest sweep in th agency’s 
history and some of those 
arrests came in Powell 
Comity. 

According to a press 
release from the state 
police, all KSP Posts, the 
KSP Drug Enforcement 
Special Investigations 
(DESI) Branch, 

Commercial Vehicle 
Enforcement Division, 
along with assistance 
from local law enforce¬ 
ment, ATF, DEA and U.S. 
Marshal’s Service began 
arresting individuals 
before daybreak. 

KSP Commissioner 
Rodney Brewer said 
the operation is a direct 
result of law abiding citi¬ 
zens providing tips via 
phone calls, messages, 
letters and information 
to the anonymous tip 
lines. He referenced to an 
anonymous letter, a plea 
for help, from a mother 
whose son became a drug 
addict. She provided per¬ 
tinent information that 
led to the arrest of the 


drug dealer selling to her 
son. 

“Today, I can say to all 
of you who have made 
this same plea - we hear 
you. We have not forgot¬ 
ten about you and more 
importantly, we are locat¬ 
ing these individuals and 
making these much need¬ 
ed arrests,” says Brewer. 

Brewer indicated that 
many of the arrests are 
what KSP terms as “low- 
level” offenders. These 
are usually people who 
buying drugs and gen¬ 
erally cause disruption 
within the communities 
where they live. 

“Citizens are tired of 
perpetual offenders who 
are disrupting neighbor¬ 
hoods and participating in 
other criminal mischief,” 
Brewer added. “While 
many of the arrests today 
(last Friday) are low level 
targets, it is very prob¬ 
ably that we will obtain 
information from them 
that will lead to arrests of 
more significant dealers 
and drug operations.” 

In Powell County the 
following arrests were 
made: 

• Michael A. Scott, 52, 
Clay City, trafficking in a 
controlled substance first 
degree, $42,500 bond; 

• Kathleen M. Jarrell, 
68, Clay City, trafficking 
in a controlled substance 
first degree, $38,000

When Dwaine 

Meadows decided to 
try to help the starv¬ 
ing people in Haiti, he 
dreamed of reaching 
what some thought was 
a tough goal. Apparently 
it was not as tough as 
one may have thought. 
But Meadows believes a 
high power had a lot to 
do with it. 

“Thank God it all came 
together,” he said with a 
smile this past Monday. 

Meadows organized a 
Food Pack-A-Thon to be 
this Saturday, Nov. 9 at 
the Powell County High 
School. He hoped to get 
at least 20 teams to com¬ 
mit to help. The goal was 
to pack 100,000 meals. 
Both goals have been 
surpassed. 

Meadows said he has 
the teams in place and 
thanks to them rais¬ 
ing $25,300; the teams 
will be able to pack up 
110,000 meals. The food 
will come from Kids 
Against Hunger, an 
organization that has a 
warehouse and facilities 
in Louisville. 

Meadows is known 
to many as the presi¬ 
dent of Whitaker Bank 
of Stanton. He is also a 
pastor at the Cat Creek 
Church of Christ. In late 
May, he, his wife and 
child and about 10 mem¬ 
bers of his church went 
to Haiti on a mission 
trip. 

It has changed some 
perspectives and moti¬ 
vated Meadows to help 
even more. 

“It was a life chang¬ 
ing experience. I mean 
here in our daily life we 
have somewhere to get 
food,” Meadows said as 
he reflected back on the 


trip in an earlier inter¬ 
view. “But there they will 
starve, because there is 
no help.” 

As the time of year 
rolls around where many 
Americans are thankful 
for the blessings they 
have received, many 
children in Haiti will be 
grateful for any food. 

“When we were there 
we worked at a feed¬ 
ing station,” Meadows 
said. “We fed 750 kids in 
about two and a half to 
three and a half hours. 
We had five, five gallon 
buckets to put scraps in. 
When we were finished 
that day, feeding 750 
kids, we may have had 
a half of one bucket full. 
Here after a church din¬ 
ner or family dinner you 
could probably fill up all 
of those buckets and still 


some.” 

Meadows was 

impressed and moved by 
something he saw at the 
feeding station. 

“You would see the 
kids eat about half of the 
bowl of food and then get 
a bread bag out of their 
pocket and put the rest 
in it. They were either 
saving it for later or tak¬ 
ing it home to their par¬ 
ents,” he stated. “They 
had not eaten since the 
last day the market was 
open, maybe three or four 
days, and the older kids 
would take theirs and 
give it to their younger 
brothers and sisters so 
they could eat. It is hard 
to describe to anyone 
unless you’ve been there 
and seen it.”

Tip leads PCSO to 
stolen items, drags

A tip led the Powell 
County Sheriff’s Office to 
stolen items, taken just a 
few hours before. It also 
led to the arrests of two 
Clay City men. The tip 
also led to officers find¬ 
ing items stolen from dif¬ 
ferent homes and a few 
drugs. 

Powell County Sheriff 
Danny Rogers said his 
office received a report 
about a burglary on Oct. 
31 at a residence on Irvine 
Road outside of Clay City. 
Various items like jewelry 
and money were reported 
to have been taken. A tip 
led Rogers and several of 
his deputies to a home 
on Happy Top Road, not 
far from the burglarized 
home. 

Upon arriving at the 
home and receiving per¬ 
mission from the peo¬ 
ple renting the home to 
search the area, deputies 
surrounded the house. 
As Rogers and his offi¬ 
cers began searching the 
home, one suspect tried 
to climb out of a back 
window. 

That man, Cody Hall, 
was quickly apprehended. 
The deputies found the 
reported stolen items in a 
bedroom in the home. 

Hall was charged with 


receiving stolen property 
under $10,000. He was 
also found to have four 
counterfeit $20 bills in 
his wallet. He has also 
been charged with crimi¬ 
nal possession of a forged 
instrument. 

Officers also found 
Anthony Jones in the 
home. He was found to be 
in possession of marijuana 
in small bags. Deputies 
also found syringes. 
Rogers said that Jones 
was a suspect in the theft 
of a couple of rifles from a 
home on Railroad Street 
in Clay City a couple of 
weeks ago. One of those 
rifles was recovered. 

“One rifle was found in a 
pawn shop in Jeffersonville 
and it looks like Jones 
sold it there,” Rogers 
said. Montgomery County 
Sheriff’s Department 
Detective Mark Collier is 
working a case on Jones 
for receiving stolen prop¬ 
erty, a fire arm and for a 
convicted felon being pos¬ 
session of a fire arm. 

In Powell County Jones 
is facing charges of receiv¬ 
ing stolen property under 
$10,000 and trafficking 
in marijuana under five 
ounces. 

Both men were lodged 
in the Powell County 
Detention Center. Jones 
is being looked at for 
other possible burglar¬ 
ies according to Rogers.

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Summit takes first steps 
toward a brighter future

“Powell County will 
be a place where people 
want to live, work, and 
play. Powell County will 
offer public infrastructure 
(water, sewer, high speed 
internet, sidewalks); 
employment choices, edu¬ 
cational opportunities, 
and recreational activi¬ 
ties in a uniquely beau¬ 
tiful and diverse natu¬ 
ral environment.” - That 
statement reflects the 
beginnings of a vision for 
Powell County’s future, 
created from the county’s 
first summit and volun¬ 
teer fair held Nov. 2. 

Local leaders, Powell 
County High School stu¬ 
dents, and concerned cit¬ 
izens were led through 
a strategic planning 
summit to build a bet¬ 
ter Powell County by 
Dr. Lori Garkovich pro¬ 
fessor at University of 
Kentucky Leadership and 
Community Development. 
Participants were first 
asked to identify assets 
of the community they 
personally cherished and 
wanted to see preserved 
for future generations. 
Many responded that the 


tight knit support sys¬ 
tem and sense of family 
the community has are 
assets they are thankful 
for. Others spoke of the 
scenic beauty and geog¬ 
raphy of the area, access 
to recreation, the county’s 
history and the oppor¬ 
tunity for growth that 
makes Powell County a 
wonderful place to be. 

The attendees were then 
asked to imagine Powell 
County as they would like 
it to be in ten to twen¬ 
ty years. Their answers 
included the types of ser¬ 
vices and infrastructure 
they wanted the commu¬ 
nity to have, what resi¬ 
dents would be able to do, 
as well as what kind of 
community they wanted 
Powell County to be. 

Members of the panel 
expressed many needs 
they want to see filled in 
the community such as 
the development of a local 
food system, higher edu¬ 
cation and skilled train¬ 
ing offerings, and avail¬ 
ability of better internet 
and more internet options. 
Also discussed was the 
need for more sidewalks 
and multi-use trails for 
walking, bicycling, and 
horseback riding connect¬ 
ing Clay City to Stanton. 


Other needs that were 
mentioned include elder- 
care, activities for young 
people and drug and 
alcohol treatment being 
available locally. 

Members said they 
wanted beautification of 
existing public areas and 
development of the unique 
character and appeal of 
the overall community, as 
well as the smaller towns 
contained therein. Powell 
County has a great need 
for more public spaces for 
the arts and, in general, 
places where people can 
gather in a safe, comfort¬ 
able place and talk. 

Once the desired future 
for the community was 
decided, the panel mem¬ 
bers were tasked with 
identifying the most 
urgent steps that need to 
be taken toward achiev¬ 
ing those goals. It was 
suggested that a commu¬ 
nity brand needed to be 
developed to help market 
Powell County. A com¬ 
mon brand would help 
unite the county under 
one banner we can all be 
proud of. Another impor¬ 
tant part of the process 
will be to develop a stra¬ 
tegic plan with both short 
and long-term goals. 
Participants agreed that 
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communication and con¬ 
nectedness need much 
improvement and are the 
most logical areas of con¬ 
centrated efforts in mov¬ 
ing forward. 

With that in mind, those 
involved made a commit¬ 
ment to the following 
three action items: 

1. Develop a more cen¬ 
tralized information 
source for the commu¬ 
nity. 

2. Hold a monthly com¬ 
munity pot-luck dinner. 
The location of the dinner 
will rotate through vari¬ 
ous places in the county. 

3. Hold regularly sched¬ 
uled jam sessions at the 
city parks for musicians, 
singers, performers and 
audiences. 


Each of the three com¬ 
mittees is expected to 
meet together at least 
one time before launch¬ 
ing their action item in 
the coming year. 

The summit will have 
a follow up meeting Nov. 
21 at the Powell County 
Cooperative Extension 
Conference Room at from 
6 to 8pm. All who live or 
work in Powell County 
are invited to attend. 

Transition Powell 
County, the group orga¬ 
nizing the summit meet¬ 
ings, would like to publicly

The teams will pack the food pro¬ 
vided by Kids Against Hunger. The 
food packets were purchased with 
the money the teams raised, plus 
some corporate sponsor’s dona¬ 
tions. The teams will be set up at 
tables. 

Each table will have an assem¬ 
bly line system going. They will 


scoop the food, place it in a packet 
and close it with an air sealing 
machine. Then they will pack it 
into boxes, 36 packets to a box. 
Each packet has a three year shelf 
life. A tally board will display the 
totals as the day progresses. 

Meadows said that the Powell 
County Detention Center had 
offered to assist with unloading 
the trucks when they arrive for the 
event. Many people are needed to 
make this a success. 

“When you see your work in 


action, when you go to the orphan¬ 
ages and see the kids rush out to 
meet you, only wanting to hold 
your hand or be held, it moves 
you,” he said. “This event is giv¬ 
ing people here, who may never be 
able to go to Haiti to help, a chance 
to help right here... It means so 
much to those kids.”

Be alert for health care scams

Countless Kentuckians 
have become increasing¬ 
ly familiar over the past 
few years with a similar 
problem: more and more 
to do, with less and less 
time to do it. We all know 
working moms who are 
stretched between work¬ 
ing a job and support¬ 
ing their kids, and Baby 
Boomers with elderly 
parents who require care 
and attention. 

Too many hourly work¬ 
ers employed by private 
employers are forced to 
make tough choices when 
trying to balance work 
and family. 

The makeup of our 
workforce has changed 
dramatically. Today, 60 
percent of working house¬ 
holds have two working 
parents. Sixty-six percent 
of single moms and 79 
percent of single dads 
work as well. 

The American work¬ 
place has also evolved 
dramatically since the 
industrial workplace of 
the post-Depression era. 
Yet the labor laws written 
during this time period 
are still in place today. 

That’s why I recently 
introduced the “Family 
Friendly and Workplace 
Flexibility Act.” This bill 
will allow flexible work¬ 
place arrangements such 
as compensatory time 
and flexible-credit hour 
agreements, which are 
currently available to 
employees working for 
the federal government, 
to be extended to hourly 
employees at many pri¬ 
vate businesses. 

Currently, the Fair 
Labor Standards Act 
(FLSA) prohibits employ¬ 
ers from offering com¬ 
pensatory time to their 
hourly employees. My 
reforms would allow pri¬ 
vate employers to offer 
compensatory time to 
employees at a rate of 
one-and-one-half hours 
for every hour of over¬ 
time work. It would be 
a completely voluntary

process—an employee 
can still choose to receive 
monetary payment as 
overtime compensation. 
This bill simply gives 
employees the option to 
choose paid time off for 
overtime work instead. 

My bill also institutes 
a flexible credit-hour pro¬ 
gram, which allows the 
employee to work excess 
hours beyond what he or 
she is typically required 
to work in order to accrue 
hours to be taken off at 
a later time. This option 
is for employees who do 
not get the opportunity 
to work overtime, but 
still want a way to build 
up hours to use as paid 
leave. 

Like comp time, the flex¬ 
ible credit-hour program 
is voluntary. Employers 
would not be mandat¬ 
ed to offer the flexible 
workplace arrangements, 
just as employees are 
not mandated to choose 
these benefits rather 
than direct compensa¬ 
tion for overtime work. 
Both parties are free to 
choose what works best 
for them. 

It’s important to note 
that the Family Friendly 
and Workplace Flexibility 
Act would protect 
employees by prohibiting 
employers from coercing 
employees into accepting 
or rejecting comp or flex 
time agreements. It also 
would in no way alter the 
forty-hour work week, or 
how overtime is calcu¬ 
lated. 

Flexible work arrange¬ 
ments like this have 
been available to federal 
government employees 
since 1978. In fact, fam¬ 
ily-friendly comp time 
arrangements have been 
so successful in the fed¬ 
eral workplace, President 
Bill Clinton issued an 
executive order in 1994 
to extend them to parts 
of the federal government 
that were not yet using 
them. 

If federal law already 
provides these beneficial 
workplace arrangements 
to federal and state work¬ 
ers, why shouldn’t we 
make them available to 
all employees? 


Some companies, like 
Dell, Bank of America, 
and GE already pro¬ 
vide flexible workplace 
arrangements to their sal¬ 
aried employees who are 
exempt from the FLSA. 
Perhaps it’s no coinci¬ 
dence that workplaces 
like these are also among 
the highest-ranked com¬ 
panies at which to work. 
Now is the time to allow 
private companies to pro¬ 
vide the benefits of flex¬ 
ible arrangements like 
comp time to their hourly 
workers as well. 

After all, it’s not just 
workers at some places 
of employment who are 
parents or family mem¬ 
bers who need to be able 
to take time off to attend 
a function for their child’s 
school, see a son or daugh¬ 
ter’s sporting event, or 
care for an aging par¬ 
ent—it’s workers at all 
places of employment. 

A 2010 study conduct¬ 
ed by the White House 
Council of Economic 
Advisers found that work 
flexibility programs can 
“reduce turnover and 
improve recruitment, 
[increase] the productiv¬ 
ity of an employer’s work¬ 
force, and are associated 
with improved employee 
health and decreased 
absenteeism.” 

Another study con¬ 
ducted by the Society 
for Human Resource 
Managers found that 
women’s responsibilities 
have increased at work 
and men’s responsibili¬ 
ties have increased at 
home, resulting in 60 per¬ 
cent of wage and salaried 
employees feeling they 
don’t have enough time 
to spend with their loved 
ones. 

My bill is endorsed by 
the Kentucky Chamber 
of Commerce and is wor¬ 
thy of bipartisan support. 
These are commonsense 
reforms that will help 
Kentucky’s working fami¬ 
lies. After all, if you decide 
that time off is what 
you really need, there’s 
no reason Washington 
should stand in the way.

As thousands of 
Kentuckians without 
health insurance seek 
out information and shop 
for insurance coverage, I 
want to make sure that all 
consumers are vigilant of 
scams claiming to be asso¬ 
ciated with Kentucky’s 
rollout of the Affordable 
Care Act. Unfortunately, 
scammers will use this 
opportunity to try and 
collect your personal and 
financial information. 

Scam artists have no 
shame. They pay to buy 
domain names that are 
similar to legitimate web¬ 
sites, which allows for these 
fraudulent domain names 
to appear when someone 
searches for a particular 
topic of interest online. 
Since the Affordable Care 
Act rollout on October 1, 
two websites have been 
brought to the attention 
of my office and are now 
under investigation. The 
websites were reported 
to the Cabinet for Health 
and Family Services by 
consumers who said they 
entered data into the sites 
and immediately started 
receiving non-stop phone 
calls seeking their infor¬ 
mation. My office has 
since sent cease and desist 
notices and civil subpoe¬ 
nas to the operators of 
both websites. 

Let me be clear, 
the only websites 
Kentuckians should visit 
to enroll for health care 
coverage are kynect. 
ky.gov or healthcare.gov. 
These are secure websites 
operated by the state and 
federal governments, and 
call center staff members 
are professionally trained 
to answer your questions 


and help you with your 
concerns. You should 
know that any website 
with a .com or .net at the 
end is a scam or a ruse. 
My Office of Consumer 
Protection has also put 
together a list of valuable 
tips that can help keep 
you safe from scammers 
as you shop for health 
care coverage: 

• Protect your personal 
information. Only a reg¬ 
istered insurance agent, 
a certified kynector, or 
contact center customer 
service representative 
should ask for your per¬ 
sonal information to help 
you apply. Keep personal 
and account numbers pri¬ 
vate to any others who 
offer assistance. Don’t 
give your Social Security 
number, credit card or 
banking information to 
companies or individuals 
you didn’t contact. Never 
give your information to 
someone whose identity 
you question. 

• Make sure you’re 
working with a regis¬ 
tered insurance agent or 
certified kynector. Only 
legitimate insurance 
agents and assisters, 
known as “kynectors,” 
are authorized to assist 
Kentuckians with signing 
up for health care. A list 
of approved agents and 
kynectors maintained by 
the Cabinet for Health 
and Family Services can 
be found online at kynect. 
ky.gov or by calling 1-855- 
4kynect (459-6328). 

• Do not pay for help. 
Insurance agents and 
kynectors will not solicit 
money. There is no charge 
to use kynect services, 
either online or with 
the help of an insurance 
agent or certified kynec¬ 
tor. If consumers receive 
an offer to register for 
a fee, they should hang 
up the phone or walk 
away. Consumers should 
not give their credit card 
or banking information 
to anyone they do not 
know or did not contact. 
Consumers should be 
very suspicious of anyone 
charging a fee in connec¬ 
tion with enrollment. 

• Remember that you 
can only get tax cred¬ 
its through kynect. 


Kentuckians who pur¬ 
chase insurance through 
kynect may qualify for 
tax credits to help cut the 
cost. No one but kynect 
can offer these credits, 
and there is no charge 
to apply for the credits. 
Do not work with anyone 
who offers to sign you up 
for a “discounted” rate. 

• Beware of phishing 
scams online. Consumers 
should be cautious of 
any email or phone call 
claiming to be connected 
to the Affordable Care 
Act, including any emails 
claiming to be affiliated 
with kynect and asking 
for personal information. 

Scammers will go to 
great lengths to find your 
information and steal your 
identity. These thieves 
seek to take over a victim’s 
financial records, opening 
new bank accounts, apply¬ 
ing for loans, writing bad 
checks and ultimately, 
ruining a victim’s credit. 

If you find yourself a 
victim of identity theft, 
figuring out what to do 
next can be a lengthy 
and confusing process. 
As soon as you realize 
that your information has 
been misused, there are 
several important steps 
you should take. My office 
has designed a step-by- 
step identity theft toolkit 
that can help you through 
your identity theft case 
and clear your name. In 
it, you’ll find a checklist 
complete with informa¬ 
tion and the telephone 
numbers of agencies that 
can assist you along the 
way. You can get the tool¬ 
kit, as well as tips to keep 
you from becoming a vic¬ 
tim of identity theft at 
ag.ky.gov/idtheft. 

Finally, if something 
seems suspicious or you 
suspect fraud as you 
search for health care 
coverage, report it imme¬ 
diately by calling our 
Consumer Protection 
Hotline at 888-432-9257. 
My office is committed to 
protecting Kentuckians 
from these types of crimes, 
and keeping consumers 
safe is one of my top pri¬ 
orities as your Attorney 
General.

Letter to the Editor: 

After attending a special meeting of the Clay City 
Council in October and then reading the comments in 
the Clay City Times regarding the purchase of a new 
city cruiser I felt it important to respond. 

I was first of all surprised that the discussion taking 
place assumed that the “other deal” as discussed even 
existed. Since the city had not received any bids I am 
wondering where they arrived at the “other deal” fig¬ 
ures? Probably at the same place the Mayor arrived 
at the decision not to include local businesses in the 
bid process or purchasing of goods for use within our 
cities. For all the City of Clay City knows, the bids 
could have been hundreds or thousands of dollars less 
than the bid of an entity in Lexington, Kentucky. 

The overall problem with the entire process lies 
in the fact that the Mayor of the city delegated the 
buying of a $30,000 car to a non-elected employee 
of the city. I see nothing wrong with this if the city 
purchased several vehicles a year and he or she was 
completely knowledgeable in the process. 

However, for a small city who makes a $30,000 
purchase once every 3 or 4 years I would hope that 
the chief executive would have completed this task. 
The Mayor knew less about the process when he was 
questioned at a special meeting than most of the 
council he was advising. The council acted only on the

information they were provided and it is obvious that 
the Mayor was just too busy to deal with this non- 
important task to consider all the circumstances and 
to provide adequate information to the council. 

How many other small businesses in our community 
that are the Little League sponsors, sponsors of the 
parades, and any other events that they are needed 
for are getting overlooked while the Mayor spends tax 
money without even consulting local businesses? Is 
your business being ignored? Just last week the city 
was concerned about the loss of property tax revenue. 
The answer is easy, until we support the businesses 
within our community the city will continue to see 
values, tax bases and businesses decrease. 

If you think this letter is just about my business then 
you should ask to see the records where insurance is 
purchased, office supplies, police equipment and other 
items are purchased. You might be surprised where 
your tax dollars end up. My business never had the 
opportunity to even bid.

GED test set to change 
at end of the year 


Kentucky Adult Education 
has announced that the 
current version of the GED 
test will expire at the end of 
2013. The current version, 
known as the 2002 Series 
GED test, will be replaced 
with the new 2014 GED 
test on Jan. 2, 2014. 

The important point that 
Kentuckians need to know 
is this - people who have 
taken the 2002 Series GED 
test, but have not passed all 
five parts, have only until 
Dec. 18, 2013, to take the 
current test. If they do not 
pass all five parts by Dec. 
18, 2013, they will need to 
start over again in 2014 
with the new GED test. 
More than 100 residents of 
Powell County have passed 
parts, but not all, of the cur¬ 
rent GED test version.

Gov. Steve Beshear signed a proc¬ 
lamation on Oct. 17, 2013 declaring 
November Lung Cancer Awareness 
Month in Kentucky. The proclamation 
aims to raise awareness of lung cancer, 
which claims more lives in Kentucky 
than breast, colon and prostate cancers 
combined. This year alone 4,560 people 
will be diagnosed with lung cancer in 
Kentucky and 3,510 will lose their lives 
to the disease. 

Despite these numbers, awareness of 
the disease and its risks and symptoms 
remains low. The amount of federal 
research funding pales in comparison 
to the amounts for other cancers. The 
National Lung Cancer Partnership 
is working with advocates, survivors, 
health care professionals and policy¬ 


makers from around the country to 
increase awareness and double the five- 
year lung cancer survival rate in the US 
by 2022. 

Gov. Beshear’s proclamation comes 
just ahead of the Free to Breathe 
Lexington Run/Walk and 1-Mile Walk 
on Nov. 16 at Commonwealth Stadium 
in Lexington, Ky. The annual event 
brings Kentucky residents together to 
support patients and families affected 
by lung cancer and raise the research 
funding needed to advance break¬ 
throughs in early detection and treat¬ 
ment. All proceeds support the National 
Lung Cancer Partnership. For more 
information, to register or donate, visit 
www.FreetoBreathe.org/lexington.

Eye disease may go unnoticed in 
diabetics, early detection important 


With an estimated 10 
percent of Kentuckians 
having diabetes, regu¬ 
lar dilated eye exams 
are critical to prevent 
vision loss. November 
is National Diabetes 
Awareness Month, and 
Kentucky Optometric 
Association reminds 
people that an annual 
eye exam is important 
for detecting eye diseases 
that diabetics are more 
prone to develop. 

Diabetes interferes 
with the body’s ability 
to use and store sugar, 
which can cause dam¬ 
age throughout the body, 
including the eyes. Over 
time, diabetes affects the 
circulation system of the 
retina, which is the light- 
sensitive lining at the 
back of the eye. 

“Many eye problems 
show no symptoms until 
they are in an advanced 
stage, and that is why we 
recommend that people 
with diabetes in particu¬ 
lar have an eye examina¬ 
tion by a doctor of optom¬ 
etry at least once a year,” 
said Dr. Randy Steele, an 
optometrist who prac¬ 
tices in Morehead and 
West Liberty, Ky., and 
past president of the 
KOA. Steele also is dia¬ 
betic. “When the eyes are 
dilated, an eye doctor is 
able to examine the ret¬ 
ina for signs of diabetic 
eye disease and prescribe 
a course of treatment to 
help preserve an individ¬ 
ual’s sight.” 

According to a 2013 
American Optometric 
Association survey, only 
32 percent of respon¬ 
dents are aware that dia¬ 
betic eye disease often 
has no visual signs or 
symptoms. 

People with diabetes 
at greater risk for eye, 
vision disorders 

People with diabetes 
are at a significantly 
higher risk for develop¬ 
ing eye diseases includ¬ 
ing glaucoma, cataracts 
and diabetic retinopathy, 
one of the most serious 
sight-threatening compli¬ 


cations of diabetes. 

Diabetics are 40 per¬ 
cent more likely to suffer 
from glaucoma than peo¬ 
ple without diabetes and 
60 percent more likely to 
get cataracts. People with 
diabetes also tend to get 
cataracts at a younger 
age and have them prog¬ 
ress faster. 

Diabetic retinopathy is 
a condition that causes 
progressive damage to 
the retina. Damage to the 
tiny blood vessels that 
nourish the retina causes 
swelling of retinal tissue 
and clouding of vision. 
If left untreated, diabetic 
retinopathy may lead to 
blindness. 

Since early warning 
signs of diabetic eye and 
vision disorders are often 
subtle or undetected, the 
Kentucky Optometric 
Association recommends 
that high-risk individu¬ 


als look for initial signs 
and contact a doctor of 
optometry if any of the 
following symptoms are 
present: 

•• Sudden blurred or 
double vision 

• Trouble reading or 
focusing on near-work 

• Eye pain or pressure 

• A noticeable aura or 
dark ring around lights 
or illuminated objects 

• Visible dark spots in 
vision or images of flash¬ 
ing lights 

“There also are several 
things people can do to 
help prevent or slow the 
development of diabetic 
eye disease, including 
eating a healthy diet that 
includes Omega 3s, fresh 
fruits and vegetables; 
exercising regularly, con¬ 
trolling high blood pres¬ 
sure, and avoiding alco¬ 
hol and smoking,” Steele 
said.

Foothills Development 
Council (KRFDC) will 
begin the “Subsidy” por¬ 
tion of the Low-Income 
Home Energy Assistance 
Program (LIHEAP) on 
Tuesday, November 12. 
LIHEAP provides finan¬ 
cial assistance to income- 
eligible households with 
home heating costs 
through two programs: 
LIHEAP Subsidy (typi¬ 
cally in November and 
December) and LIHEAP 
Crisis (typically January 
until the middle of March 
or until all funds are 
expended). 

Applications will be 
taken Monday through 
Friday from 8 a.m. - 4 p.m. 
at the KRFDC Outreach 
Office located at 176 12th 
Street in Clay City. The 
office will be closed from 
noon - 1 p.m. 

Both homeowners and 
renters who are respon¬ 
sible for their heating 
bills and have low or 
fixed incomes are eligible. 
Qualifying participants 
will receive an ener¬ 
gy assistance benefit. 
Energy services include 
electric, gas, kerosene, 
propane or wood. Eligible 
participants do not need 
to have an unpaid energy 
bill or be out of fuel to 
receive energy assistance 
in the subsidy portion 
of this program. The 
benefit amount that each 
household receives will 
be based on its level of 
poverty and the type of 
fuel used for heating. All 
eligible households will 
receive a benefit until 
LIHEAP funds are fully 


depleted. Benefits will 
be made payable to the 
household’s primary or 
secondary heating fuel 
vendor. 

LIHEAP is a state¬ 
wide initiative sponsored 
by Community Action 
Kentucky in partner¬ 
ship with the Cabinet 
for Health and Family 
Services (CHFS). The U.S. 
Department for Health 
and Human Services 
appropriates funding to 
Kentucky through the 
CHFS, which contracts 
with Community Action 
Agencies across the state 
to receive LIHEAP appli¬ 
cations and provide recip¬ 
ient benefits. 

A household is con¬ 
sidered to be eligible for 
energy assistance when 
the household meets the 
basic eligibility criteria. 
This criteria includes: 

1. completion of an 
application; 

2. is responsible for 
home energy costs, direct¬ 
ly or as an undesignated 
portion of their rent; 

3. have a combined 
household income, for the 
calendar month prior to 
the month of application, 
not in excess of 130% of 
the federal poverty level 
as listed in the Income 
Eligibility Guidelines; 

4. live in Kentucky 
when the application is 
made and apply in the 
county of residence; and 

5. not have liquid 
resources in excess of 
$2,000, or $3,000 if at 
least one person in the 
household is 60 or older: 
and/or disabled except 
for households where 


a member has a cata¬ 
strophic illness. The 
amount may be $4,000 
when the resources are 
being accessed for medi¬ 
cal and living expenses. 

Applicants must bring 
the following informa¬ 
tion: 

• most recent heating 
bill, or verification that 
heating expenses are 
included in rent; 

• metered utility bill 
(natural gas, electric, 
or water) as proof of 
address; 

• Social Security cards, 
or Permanent Residence 
card (Green Card) for 
each member of house¬ 
hold; 

• proof of all house¬ 
hold income from 
preceding month. 
Applications will be taken 
in alphabetical order 
based on the first let¬ 
ter of the head of house¬ 
hold’s last name using 
the following schedule:

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'Teachable moments'

Last Thursday night’s 
winds howled through the 
Red River valley at the 
rate of 60 miles per hour. 
It was rough on our trick 
or treaters, but fortu¬ 
nately, most of them were 
home safe in their beds 
before the big winds came 
through. In the aftermath 
of the storm, just about 
every home that had a 
Bradford pear planted in 
its yard, saw some dam¬ 
age. Lots of trucks the 
following day were seen 
loaded up with Bradford 
pear tree branches, head¬ 
ed to a destination away 
from the yard. 

Now, I am going out on 
a limb here, but this is 
a teachable moment for 
many of our homeowners. 
Bradford pears are beau¬ 
tiful when they bloom, 
there is no doubt about 
that. But when winds in 
our area blow through 
at 50 miles per hour or 
above, the Bradford pear 
is the first to go. The 
bark of these trees, or 
just about any pear tree, 
is brittle and will be the 
first to break out, leaving 
you with a not-so-pretty 
tree, (or the remains of 
one). 

Bradford pears, for this 
reason are not always the 
best choice for a landscape 
tree. Just look around, 
the flowering crabapples 
and the redbuds are still 
in good shape, but many 
of the flowering pears are 
now split, one sided or 
uneven in a row that once 
looked like symmetrical 



Winter seems to be 
heading our way whether 
we are ready for it or not. 
Pruning your roses may 
be one of those odd jobs 
that you get done before 
the winter winds howl at 
your door. 

Basically we prune 
roses for four different 
reasons: to encourage 

new growth and blooms; 
to remove dead wood; to 
improve air circulation 


and to shape the plant. 
Pruning is fairly simple, 
but different types of 
roses require different 
types of pruning. 

If you have hybrid tea 
roses, prune now only 
those scraggly canes that 
are being whipped around 
by the wind. Any large 
canes can cause the plant 
to sway back and forth 
and actually be uprooted 
during the winter. You 
can prune most of the 
plant early next spring 
or go ahead and prune in 
December. Prune canes 
down to 24”. Leave older 
canes a little longer to 
shape the plant. Remove 
any dead canes. Hybrid 
teas and grandifloras 
bloom on new wood and 
will need to be pruned 
each year. You will notice 
how pretty the roses are 
at the Kentucky State 
Fair in August. If you 
check out those plants in 
mid winter you will see 
that they are trimmed 
down to 18-24 inches and 
mulched heavily each 
year. 

The ever-popular 
Knock-Out roses which 
bloom all summer need 
minimal pruning. Ever- 
blooming roses do not 
need to be pruned the 
first two years in order 
to establish the plant. 
After the second sum¬ 
mer, use the “one third” 
method and remove only 
one third of the growth- 
usually old and diseased 
canes. Knock-outs bloom 
on mature, but not old 
woody stems, so remov¬ 
ing too many canes can 
reduce blooms for next 
summer. 

Climbing roses need 
to be pruned in spring 
after you realize how 
much dead and dam¬ 
aged wood you will have 
left. A harder pruning 
and shaping of the plant 
may take place during 
the first flowering. 

Miniature roses (f 
they survive the winter), 
should be pruned only to 
shape in the spring. 

Rambling, Old fash¬ 
ioned roses which bloom 


only once in the early 
summer should be pruned 
after flowering only to 
shape the bush. 

What could be even 
more important than 
pruning this winter would 
be mulching your roses, 
especially if you have 
hybrid teas. Most old- 
fashioned and rambling 
roses are quite hardy and 
do not need extra winter 
protection. Hybrid teas 
and grandiflora roses 
may be injured during a 
severe winter and need 
their graft union pro¬ 
tected. How many times 
have you bought a rose 
and enjoyed its beauty 
that first year, only to be 
surprised the second year 
when it basically grew 
wild and not exactly the 
color it was the previous 
summer? The problem 
here is that the winter 
chilled the plant and 
killed the graft union. 
That graft insured your 
blooms and your desired 
variety of rose. 

To prevent winter 
injury, cover each rose 
with some form of gar¬ 
den soil and mulch now. 
The mound of soil should 
cover each graft union 
of each rose. To do so 
apply 10-12 inches of 
soil or aged compost or 
aged sawdust. DO NOT 
use grass clippings, new 
sawdust or leaves. These 
materials may tie up the 
nitrogen to the plant or 
simply blow away during 
the winter. Mound dirt or 
mulch around each plant 
and leave until April, 
when all danger of frost 
is past. Don’t be too anx¬ 
ious to remove mulch too 
early.

house. One of the plants 
you might have brought 
inside may be a Christmas 
Cactus. You may have 
a true Christmas Cactus 
or Thanksgiving (Crab 
)Cactus. Most of us do 
not know there was a dif¬ 
ference. Mostly the only 
difference is the time 
in which they bloom. 
Regardless, flower buds 
should be developing 
now, so these plants need 
to be exposed to a dark 
period in your basement 
or garage. Hold off the 
fertilizer and water only 
maybe one every two 
weeks or so. This shock 
treatment involving lack 
of water and additional 
darkness should initiate 
bud development and 
your cactus should bloom 
for your holiday guests. 
Don’t forget about this 
plant. It can be a wel¬ 
come sight and addition 
to the holiday decor in 
your home. Plants should 
flower for 3-4 weeks 
and should begin in late 
November, if you’re not 
enjoying those blooms 

al piirif bulbs now for 
Spring blooms 

If you always enjoy and 
appreciate your neigh¬ 
bor’s tulips and daffodils 
in April and May and 
declare that you wish you 
had a few of those in your 
yard, now is the time to 
get with it and get plant¬ 
ing. I found, by chance, 
that all the spring flow¬ 
ering bulbs at the Lowes 
store in Richmond had 
been reduced to 75% off 
this weekend! What a 
deal! 

All the spring flowering 
bulbs such as tulips, daf¬ 


fodils, hyacinths and cro¬ 
cus should be planted now 
before the Thanksgiving 
weekend . If you stop by 
your local garden center 
or department store, you 
will find many of these 
spring bulbs in mass now, 
many at reduced rates. 
These are usually sold by 
colors so you can choose 
a vivid, contrasting color 
to go along with them. 
Remember that bulbs 
show up better when 
planted in mass groups, 
not single file-side by 
side. Plant tulips deeper 
than most bulbs-at least 
4-6 inches deep to keep 
them from freezing and 
from rodents. Daffodils 
should be planted 3-4 
inches deep, crocuses -2 
inches. 

By planting now, in mid 
November, you should be 
able to see a few shoots in 
March, and possibly even 
a few flowers next April. 
For more information on 
fall planting of spring 
flowers, stop by the Powell 
County Extension Office 
at 169 Maple Street in 



From time to time we 
find problems with our 
livestock, especially this 
time of year. Prussic 
acid poisoing is always 
a concern among cattle 
producers right after the 
first big frost. 

Maple tree leaves also 
cause us concern here 
in November as horses 
seem to eat things they 
normally would not eat 
during the summer, such 
as maple tree leaves. 
Maple trees can be toxic 
to horses. The toxic ingre¬ 
dient in red maple leaves 


is believed to be gallic 
acid. Ingestion of wilt¬ 
ed or partially dried red 
maple leaves from fallen 
or recently pruned trees 
causes’ death of the red 
blood cells in horses, 
resulting in sudden ane¬ 
mia. The problem can 
occur any time from June 
through October. Older, 
wilted leaves which fall 
after September 15 can 
cause faster poisoning 
than earlier on in the 
season. This indicates 
that the amount of toxin 
increases in the red 
maple leaves during the 
summer. Wilted leaves 
remain toxic for a few 
weeks more. Ingestion 
of fresh leaves does not 
appear to cause this prob¬ 
lem. 

Horses which ingest 
wilted red maple leaves 
often die within 18-24 
hours. Horses which 
remain alive after inges¬ 
tion will be severely 
depressed and anemic. 
Kidney failure may fol¬ 
low. 

It is not known that 
other maples common to 
our area (Sugar, Norway 
and Silver maple), con¬ 
tain enough, or any of 
this toxin to be a threat 
to horses. No reports 
have cited these trees to 
be a problem. 

For this reason red 
maples should not be 
planted in or around pas¬ 
tures where horses or 
ponies may be kept. If 
red maples already exist 
in the landscape farmers 
may have to take steps to 
remove such trees or put 
horses in these pastures 
only while trees are dor¬ 
mant.

Sure, an apple a day 
can keep the doctor away. 
But did you know that 
eating at least 1 V 2 cups 
of fruit and two cups of 
vegetables daily can also 
reduce your risk for can¬ 
cer, heart disease, and 
stroke? 

According to the 2010 
Dietary Guidelines for 
Americans, consuming 1 
V 2 to 2 cups of fruits and 
2 to 4 cups of vegetables 
is optimal. The amount 
depends on the number 
of calories per day recom¬ 
mended for your healthy 
weight.

ANYTIME: 

• Put fruits and veg¬ 
etables at the top of your 
shopping list. 

• Buy many kinds of 
fruits and vegetables 
when you shop, so you 
have plenty of choices 
and you don’t run out. 
Buy fresh, frozen, dried, 
and canned. 

• After shopping, use 
soft fruits and vegeta¬ 
bles, such as bananas, 
peaches, and tomatoes 
first, because they go bad 


easily. Save hardier vari¬ 
eties, such as apples and 
acorn squash, or frozen 
and canned products for 
later in the week. 

• Increase portions 
when you serve fruits 
and vegetables 

• Keep a bowl of fruit 
on the kitchen table or 
counter. 

• Keep packs of apple¬ 
sauce, raisins, or other 
dried fruit in your car or 
office. 

• Keep a bowl of cut¬ 
up vegetables on the top 
shelf of the refrigerator. 

• Don’t smother veg¬ 
etables or fruits in high- 
calorie, high fat sauces, 
or glazes. 

• Avoid cooking or boil¬ 
ing vegetables because 
this may reduce their 
nutrient content. Certain 
nutrients end up in the 
cooking water, whish is 
usually discarded. 

BREAKFAST: 

• Start your day with a 
piece of fruit 

• Add chopped fruit 
to your breakfast cere¬ 
al. Try sliced bananas, 
apples, or dried fruit, 
such as raisins or apri¬ 
cots. 

• Top toast with 
mashed strawberries or 
bananas 

• Add sauteed peppers, 
onions, mushrooms, and 
asparagus to an omelet 

• Make a fresh fruit 
smoothie for a fruit 
packed breakfast on the 
run. 

LUNCH: 

• Put at least one salad 
vegetable on your sand¬ 
wich. Try tomato, let¬ 
tuce, cucumber, grated 
carrots, or avocado.

packed in juice or dried 
fruit, such as apples and 
apricots.

• Choose vegetable top¬ 
pings for pizza 

• Add fruits and veg¬ 
gies to prepared sal¬ 
ads. For example, add 
grapes, raisins, or apple 
slices to chicken salad; 
chopped onions, green 
peppers, and carrots to 
tuna salad. 

• Add berries or sliced 
bananas to plain low-fat 
yogurt for a sweet treat. 

• Snack on raw veggies 
dipped in salsa. 

DINNER: 

• Have one or two veg¬ 
etables besides potatoes 
with your dinner.

Encouraging word: More than a holiday 


Our Trans-Atlantic flight ended at Orly 

H International Airport in Paris about 8 a.m. local time 
on Wednesday morning, Nov. 11, 1970. Our con¬ 
necting flight to Tel Aviv was scheduled to depart 
at 4 p.m. that afternoon. Nothing was happening 
in Paris because France, like the United States, 
was observing a special holiday. With eight hours 
Howard Coop between flights, there was nothing to do but sit and 
Guest Columnist wait. So, there was ample time to reflect upon the 
significance of that day. 

Throughout the United States, Nov. 11 has become 
a special day. “On the 11th hour of the 11th day of the 11th month of 
1918,” World War I came to an end “on the western front” when the 
Armistice was signed by the Allies and Germany at Compiegne, France. 
For 20 years, the day was known at Armistice Day, and it was observed 
as a special day by presidential proclamation. 


Then, on May 13,1938, an Act of Congress made the 11th of November 
a legal holiday, and it was to be “a day dedicated to the cause of peace 
and thereafter celebrated as Armistice Day.” Then, on June 1, 1954, by 
an Act of Congress that was signed by President Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
Armistice Day was renamed Veterans Day. 

Veterans Day is more than a legal holiday that gives workers a day of lei¬ 
sure. On this day, a grateful nation pauses to honor those loyal and brave 
men and women who served their country in some branch of our nations 
military service. In times of crises, some of those individuals were placed 
in harms way to defend “the land of the free and the home of the brave” 
and preserve the cherished freedoms - freedom of speech, freedom of the 
press, freedom from unlawful search and seizure, freedom to bear arms, 
and the freedom of religion - that are granted to every citizen of this land 
by the constitution that was adopted on Sept. 17, 1787.

To the City Council

We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted In the United States of 
America and the standards applicable to financial audits contained in Government Auditing Standards, 
issued by the Comptroller General of the United States. Those standards require that we plan and 
perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements are free of 
material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the amounts 
and disclosures in the financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the accounting principles 
used and the significant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall financial 
statement presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinions. 

In our opinion, the financial statements referred to above present fairly. In all material respects, the 
respective financial position of the governmental activities, the business-type activities, and each major 
fund of the City of Stanton, KY. as of June 30, 2011, and the respective changes in financial position, 
and. where applicable, cash flows thereof and the respective budgetary comparison for the general fund, 
municipal road aid fund, local economic assistance fund and restaurant tax fund for the year then ended 
in conformity with accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America.

We have applied certain limited procedures to the required supplementary information in accordance with 
auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America, which consisted of inquiries of 
management about the methods of preparing the information and comparing the information for 
consistency with management's responses to our Inquiries, the basic financial statements, and other 
knowledge we obtained during our audit of the basic financial statements. We do not express an opinion 

or provide any assurance on the information because the limited procedures do not provide us with 
sufficient evidence to express an opinion or provide any assurance. 

Our audit was conducted for the purpose of forming opinions on the financial statements that collectively 
comprise the City of Stanton. KY’s financial statements as a whole. The combining schedules of 
enterprise fund financial statements are presented for purposes of additional analysis and are not a 
required part of the financial statements. The combining schedules of enterprise fund financial statements 
are the responsibility of management and were derived from and relate directly to the underlying 
accounting and other records used to prepare the financial statements. The information has been 
subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the audit of the financial statements and certain additional 
procedures, including comparing and reconciling such information directly to the underlying accounting 
and other records used to prepare the financial statements or to the financial statements themselves, and 
other additional procedures in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United 
States of America. In our opinion, the information is falriy stated in all material respects in relation to the 
financial statements as a whole.

“While legislation regarding pharma¬ 
ceuticals (prescription drugs) has had 
a positive impact in Kentucky, Heroin 
is now an increasing problem across 
the state,” says Brewer. “Our arrest 
data (from DESI Branch) is showing a 
200 percent increase in heroin-related 
arrests since 2012.” 

It was not clear by the information 
provided to the Times what medica¬ 
tions or drugs those arrested in Powell 
County allegedly were trafficking in. 

Brewer encouraged citizens to be 
vigilant in reporting drug activity and 
suspicious behavior in their local com¬ 
munities. 

“We provide multiple avenues for 
people to anonymously report informa¬ 
tion, including a toll free tip-line l-(800) 
DOPE TIP and the ‘Text-A-Tip’* pro¬ 
gram,” says Brewer. “We have received 
842 tips through the tip-line and 302 
tips from the ‘Text-A-Tip’ program. This 
is a great example of successful com¬ 
munity policing, where law enforcement 
partners with local citizens to remove 
criminals from their communities.”
